MEMORANDUM FOR: Acting Director of Central Intelligence 
SUBJECT s Soviet Press Describes Helicopter Carrier 


1. The first public statement by the Soviets 
concerning the controversial new helicopter carrier appeared 
in the Soviet Defense Ministry newspaper Red Star published 
on 22 December . 

2. The article contains no new information but it 
clearly states that the role of the ship is for the 
purpose of antisubmarine warfare. The ship is described 
by the Soviets as an "antisubmarine cruiser" and the 
article briefly describes an exercise in which the 
helicopters on board the ship simulate a search for and 
destruction of a nuclear submarine.

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Antisubmarine Cruiser Conducts Search 


An "enemy" atomic submarine is believed to be in 
Square N. Find and destroy it — -that was the mission which 
the crew of the antisubmarine cruiser received. 

Plowing through the waves, the cruiser headed toward 
the search area at full speed. No matter how difficult 
the training mission, the ship's commander was confident 
that the high training of the crew and the ship's excellent 
equipment would make it possible to accomplish it 
successfully. 

This confidence was born during strenuous days of 
training, particularly during ocean cruises. For example, 
during a recent cruise in the Mediterranean Ocean the 
cruiser's commander once again was convinced of the excellent 
seaworthiness of his ship. Stable in the waves during any stormy 
weather, the cruiser provided its personnel with the best 
possible working conditions. 

"In contrast with other ships having the same 
displacement, the cruiser has good maneuverability," said 
the commander. "During the search for and tracking of a 
submarine this quality permits the uninterrupted pursuit 
of any maneuvering target. This big ship will literally 
turn on a five-copeck piece," said Fedor Titovich. 

The ship has good speed and is highly self-sufficient. 
Because of this, the cruiser can sail in any region of the 
world's ocean, maintaining its full combat capability. 

The sailors, petty officers, and officers are proud to 
serve on such a ship. First place in the socialist competition 
was won by the sailors of the mine-torpedo unit commanded by 
Captain 3rd Rank B. Popov. This experienced and competent 
officer put together a tightly knit unit which during the 
past training year carried out all tasks with high ratings. 

Right behind the mine and torpedo personnel are the 
rocketeers. The specialists of the electromechanical unit 
also worked well. The ship has traveled more than one 
thousand miles and its main and auxiliary equipment always 
operated without a hitch. 
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The cruiser entered the search area. Now it was up to 
the aviators. One after the other, the helicopters rose over 
the sea and began to search for the submarine. One of these 
helicopters was operated by the leading crew of Major 
L. Dmitriyenko, a highly rated pilot. Flying in any 
conditions, this crew always distinguishes itself by its high 
combat mastery. And this time it was the first to make 
contact with the submarine.

This was followed by a crushing and inevitable strike. 
The enemy's atomic submarine was destroyed. 

"Excellent!" That was how the command evaluated the 
accurate and well co-ordinated action of the cruiser's 
sailors and aviators. Having carried out a routine 
training mission, the cruiser set out on a new course.
